Brupbacher is Back 
The Chicago Bears’ camp lawyer has 
returned, welcome back Ross Brupbacher. And 
although I'm glad to again see him as part of the 
Bear linebacking corps, there may be trouble. 
His return could also mean the resurgence of 
the Phantom! 


Camp Counsel 

In Ross’ three previous seasons with the Club 
(1971-72-73), there was a rash of training 
camp incidents which had everybody getting 
into the act. 

There were numerous pranks pulled, some 
more elaborate than others, but nearly all were 
good-natured. Yet anything that happened was 
blamed on the Phantom. 

Because Ross had expressed interest in law 
school, at the time, he was retained as the camp 
counsel. It was his job as such, to find the Phan- 
tom and bring him to court. 


The Three B’s 

Usually no matter who was victimized, the 
finger of blame would first be pointed at either 
myself or Dick Butkus. And it was Brupbacher 
who would begin gathering evidence to prove 
that one of us was the Phantom. 

| may have been in on a few capers, but | also 
was on the receiving end. All of the incidents, of 
course, were taking place at our old training site 
— St. Joseph’s College in Rensselaer, Indiana. 


The team stayed in the school’s dormitories. 


The Burning Door 

At the time, Brupbacher was rooming with 
safety Jerry Moore, but the two were forced 
“into the streets” during a particular raid. 

It was a simple matter, their dormroom door 
was started on fire. They were able to put the 
fire out, but the smoke made the room unlivea- 
ble for awhile. 

Brupbacher moved in with me as a result and 
that was like asking for a visit from the Phantom. 


Not the Tooth Fairy 

Just two nights later it started. | was asleep 
when | felt something nibbling at my ear and | 
knew it wasn’t the tooth fairy. | opened my eyes 
in the dark room to see “some animal” trying to 
climb into my bed. 

All | noticed was a long tail and all | could 
think of is that it was a rat. | yelled’ to Brup- 
bacher that there was something in the room 
and we were both quickly out in the hall. 

Now | know that an opossum is certainly nota 
rat but the Phantom had ways of making you 
believe just about anything. 


Unsolved 
| quickly put Ross on the “Opossum Case.” 
He started gathering evidence and searching 
for eye witnesses. 


Three weeks later a typical court convened in 
another attempt to unmask the intruder. Brup- 
bacher acted as the prosecuting attorney and 
judge. But as usual there was a hung jury. 

In some 13 cases brought to that Rensselaer 
court, not one was ever solved. Many players at 
the time believed that the mystery man was one 
of the least likely suspects, (punter) Bobby Joe 
Green — he was never fingered. 


A Lot of Little Things 
You had to be alert at all times because 
nobody was safe. It might have been just little 
things — your shoes were stolen, your car motor 
dismantled, or a can of water on the head. The 
Phantom didn't play favorites, everybody was 
fair game. 


The Return 

With Butkus and Brupbacher both gone by 
1974, our past two camps have been less 
eventful. 

But with Ross’ return (after earning a law 
degree from LSU), it looks as though he'll be 
reinstated as the camp lawyer. 

| don’t want to start naming names, but the 
word is that the up-and-coming Phantom may 
be (punter/tight end) Bob Parsons. Chances 
are, though, is that he’ll never have to worry 
about being convicted, Brupbacher wouldn't 
want to break his streak.

Bears Look To Tampa After First Loss 


Four 1976 NFL pre-season undefeateds pro- 


vided proof that they are fallible over the. 


weekend — yes the Chicago Bears included. 


After three consecutive wins this year (tour 
for Pittsburgh), the Bears joined the Steelers, 
Oakland and Cincinnati in losing game number 
one. St. Louis topped Chicago 20-14 at Soldier 
Field to snap the Bears win streak (over a two- 
year period) at four. 


Chicago (3-1) now travels south to take on 
Tampa Bay (1-3) at 7 p.m. CDT Saturday in 
Tampa Stadium. Tampa lost its Homecoming 
Game Saturday to Miami, 28-21. This week’s 
contest will be carried live on WBBM-TV (Chan- 
nel 2, Chicago) and WGN Radio (720 AM). 


' Terminated Drives 

The Bears looked like they were in the win- 
ning mood early in their game with St. Louis. 
Quarterback Bob Avellini ushered Chicago from 
its own 34-yard line to the Cardinals 14 in the 
Bears’ first series. Passes to Roland Harper 
(17) and Greg Latta (19) highlighted the drive. 

But a toss into the end zone by Avellini, in- 
tended for Ron Shanklin, was intercepted by 
Card corner back Norm Thompson — turnover 
number one. 


St. Louis Gets on Scoreboard 

The interception put St. Louis in motion on its 
own 20 and the Cardinals made that theft count. 
In ten plays Don Coryeitl’s well-traveled team 
had seven points. Jim Hart's 28-yard pass to 
Me! Gray, on a third-and-three situation kept 
things going. Running back Jim Otis went the 
final yard and Jim Bakken kicked the PAT. 


The Cardinals, who had played in Tokyo only 
five days earlier, were tied up two minutes after 
their initial score. Rookie Brian Baschnagel had 
a 24-yard kick-off return to the Bear 30 to start 
things (he had a total of 149 return yards for the 
night). 3 


Payton Gets TD 
Three plays later back Mike Adamle dashed 
for 36 yards (to tie his longest NFL run) and the 
Bears were on the Card 25. On the next play, 
Walter Payton .had his third exhibition 
touchdown with a run around right end. Bob 
Thomas’ kick squared things at 7-all. 


The Bear score came with 3:58 left in the first 
quarter and it would be nearly 41 minutes later 
before they would light the scoreboard again. 


In Lead for Good 
Late in the second quarter, after two unsuc- 
cessful drives by each team, Chicago again 
turned the ball over and again on an Avellini in- 
terception. . 


This time the former Maryland athlete had 
wide receiver Steve Schubert in his sights, but 
St. Louis’ Roger Wehrli jammed the completion 
signals. Wehrli returned the ball 31 yards on the 
steal, to the Bear 14. 


Chicago toughened-up on defense at that 
point and the Cardinals could manage only 
seven yards. As a result, Bakken came in and 
St. Louis settled for a 24-yard field goal and a 
10-7 intermission lead. An earlier 38-yard at- 
tempt by Bakken, on the first play of the second 
quarter, was blocked by Bear defensive tackle 
Ron Rydalch. 


Scoreless Third Period 

The Bears were recipients of the only St. 
Louis turnover early in the third quarter. Back 
Jerry Latin was smacked by both Doug Buffone 
and Bill Knox on a running play and he promptly 
coughed up the ball. Defensive end Mike Har- 
tenstine grabbed the fumble and the Bears 
tookover on their own 32. 


Neither team, though, was able to score in the 
third quarter, but the Cardinals were on-their 
way. Time ran out in that period with St. Louis 
on the Bear 8-yard line. Back Steve Jones went 
the final eight yards just four seconds into the 
final period — St. Louis now led 17-7. 


Bears Come Close 

Another Baschnagel kick-off return (of 52 
yards) meant good field position for the Bears, 
at the Cardinals’ 38. 

With QB Virgil Carter at the helm, Chicago 
worked a steady 6:55 to score its second 
touchdown. Three third-down conversions kept 
things alive as Tom Donchez went over left 
guard for the one-yard score. Rick Danmeier 
added the PAT and it was 17-14 St. Louis with 
8:01 to play. 

The Cardinals added the final three points as 
Bakken connected from 40-yards out five-and- 
a-half minutes later. Now behind 20-14, 
Chicago tried a comeback that nearly paid off. 
With 2:30 left, Carter hit Payton with a pass 
covering 42 yards, down to the St. Louis 38. The 
Bears moved from there to a first down at the 
Cardinal 11. 

But on the next play Harper fumbled and with 
only 39 seconds showing on the clock, St. Louis 
linebacker Mark Arneson recovered — the door 
was closed. It was the third pre-season win for 
the Cards against one loss. St. Louis, now, is 
the only team to beat the Bears (twice) in the 
last six Chicago games. 


Pardee Reactions 

“| didn’t notice any jet lag on the Cardinals 
part tonight (referring to their Tokyo trip) — if 
they were tired it was from running up and down 
the field. They're a fine team,” Bear head coach 
Jack Pardee said. 

“It took a little out of us early making drives 
and getting no points. The Cardinals kept the 
ball — it was the same old story — they have a 
good (ofensive) line and good backs. They wore 
us down in our defensive line with (Roger) Still- 
well and (Gary) Hrivnak hurting. We could have 
taken away their middle game but that would 
have meant giving up other things. And of 
course Jim Hart was excellent on his third 
downs. 

_“| was proud of the way we came back in the 
fourth quarter and we had a chance to win it. 

“Maybe the defensive solution for us is to get 
our defense helping. The Cardinals have been 
gaining 400 yards a week, even against Oak- 
fand. They've got a heck of an offense.”

Bears Future Charted by QB Carter 


Whirrr! Data came spitting out of the com- 
puter as if Bears General Manager Jim Finks 
had programmed it himself: 

— The Bears are playing at 50 per cent of 
capacity so far this season, compared with 10 
per cent of capacity a year ago. If the breaks are 
favorable, the club could be playing at 70 to 80 
per cent of its potential at the season's end. 

— Bob Avellini will remain the No. 1 quarter- 
back, but the Bears will need a strong relief man 
who can come off the bench in tight situations 
without hurting the offense. 

— The relief man is Virgil Carter. 

Suddenly, the computer interrupted its data 
processing, suited up in a Bears’ uniform and 
headed out to practice, where its calculations 
would bring dividends in the form of completed 
passes and first downs. 


Compu-Athlete 

The waking computer is Virgil Carter himself, 
the Bears’ second string quarterback whose 
mathematical wizardry has boosted his success 
both in football and business ventures. With all 
due modesty, he figures his data on the Bears is 
right on beam. 

In perhaps a stunning surprise to his team- 
mates, the 30-year-old Carter quickly came out 
of retirement and slipped past Gary Huff into the 
Bears’ back-up quarterback spot in training 
camp this summer. It was a surprise because 
Carter said all his goodbyes at the end of the 
1975 season. He was on the verge of buying a 


seat on the Chicago Board of Trade when Finks 
lured him back to camp this June. 

Carter, who literally thinks like a computer, 
can easily explain it. - 

“| think all four of the guys in camp can per- 
form,” he said of the Bears’ quarterbacks, in- 
cluding Avellini, Huff and Jerry Tagge. “The ad- 
vantage | have is that I've played before. You 
just can't poo-poo that. It's an important factor. 
Jim (Finks) and | are on the same page. We 
understand each other and | know my role pre- 
cisely. 

“| know they're looking at an 8-to-10 year 
rebuilding program. By that, | mean they'll win in 
two or three years, but they're going to be strong 
for 8 or 10 years. Well, you can’t be strong 10 
years from now with a quarterback who's 30 
years old now. It's not that | can’t play for 
several years, it's just that they've got to de- 
velop somebody who's gonna be around a long 
time. 

“| think-they're doing that with Bob Avellini. 
So the only opportunity in the quarterback 
department, until Bob proves himself one way or 
another is ... a relief role like they have in 
pitching. Great athletes come out of the bullpen. 
Well, that’s all the Bears are looking for, a 
bullpen quarterback. That's fine with me. | can 
accept that position, and | think that’s a big part 
of it.” 

Knows His Job 

Carter says it doesn’t even enter his mind 
whether he is better than Avellini because “all 
that would do is frustrate me.” 

“My position is that if Avellini goes down, and 
he has to miss the rest of the game, | think | can 
go in, recognize what the other team is doing, 
know what | do best, know what our team can 
do, and function — and hopefully win a game. 

“And the next week it would not be, ‘Who's 
going to start?’ If Avellini’s ready to start 
physically, then he'll be in there. There won't be 
any cloak and dagger. There won't be any hard 
feelings. That's just the way it’s got to be for this 
team to develop.” 

At one point earlier in his career, Carter com- 
puterized his approach to football, analyzing 
game situations on the basis of a three million 
piece data bank in a study to complete his 
master's degree program. 

Even in making his everyday decisions, the 
same tactical Considerations are evident — 
such as when Finks approached Carter about 
playing again in 1976. 

Carter had spent the off-season finding “a 
replacement” for football, in his activities at the 
Board of Trade. 

“It's one of the few things that I've seen that 
can replace football with no remorse,” he said. 
“The things that you learn in football are not 
wasted when you leave it because the dis- 
cipline and the control of emotion and the think- 
ing under pressure are all very present down on 
the floor. When | go to the Board of Trade on

Monday, it’s like going to the stadium on Sun- 
day. It's a game day. And at the conclusion of 
the game, you see how you did on the 
scoreboard. 

“Well, the same thing is true at the Board of 
Trade, You can look at the numbers and tell if 
you had a good day or not.” 

In June, while Carter was in’the midst of a 
“dynamite” month of profit-making during some 
of his first substantial cash plunges into the 
market, Finks phoned him. 

Bears Met Terms 

“He said, ‘Well, we don’t know what the (quar- 
terback) situation is, but we don't want to know 
before we have to,’" Carter recalled. “He 
wanted to know if | was interested in coming to 
camp. | said, ‘Sure.’ So | talked it over with my 
wife, Judy, and we said, ‘Well, let's see what 
would make it worthwhile for me to go to camp.’ 
Finks met all my contingencies. 

“The Board of Trade is the kind of thing that 
you can have a hot streak and leave for two 
months and come back and not miss anything, 
really. | figured I'd just come up (to camp) for a 
couple of weeks or a couple of months and see 
how it worked out.” 

It has worked out fine, and Carter is enjoying 
football more than ever. He credits it to the “in- 
dependence” provided him by his commodities 
trading position. 

“| enjoy camp and practice and | don't let the 
things that used to get to me bother me,” Carter 
said. “And if the knock came on the door and 
they wanted my playbook, I’d do cartwheels out 
to my car.and the next day I’d be at the Board of 
Trade and it wouldn't bother me. 

However, the Bears’ winning habits this fall 
may have Carter thinking football more than he 
would like to admit. In his 10 years in the NFL, 
including several seasons marred by injuries, 
his only winning experience was when he led 
the Cincinnati Bengals to the playoffs in 1970. 

He has never savored a winning season with 
the Bears, who drafted him in 1967 and gave 
him his first NFL exposure before he asked to 
be traded in 1969. 

A Winner 

Now he figures the Bears are building a win- 
ner. 

“| would say if you gave last year a 10 per cent 
rating, this year | would say the Bears are at 50 


. percent,” Carter said. “If, say everybody played 


at 100 per cent of capacity, then they'd be win- 
ning the Super Bow! like Pittsburgh, every year. 
There's no question this team has that potential. 
Depending on how the breaks go, which deter- 
mines a lot of momentum and confidence, they 
could end up at about 78 or 80 per cent at the 
end of this year. If the breaks don’t go well, | 
think they'll end up at about 65 per ceni. | would 
say a great season would be 7-7. If they do that, 
they ought to have a ticker tape parade down 
LaSalle Street. 

“This could be my last year, or it could be one 
of two or three more in relief position. Winning is 
the only way to go and it’s worth waiting for.’

Pickers Ponder 
Fifth Weekend

For openers, the Chicago Bears and Jack 
Pardee chakked up three wins in a row! Maybe 
this is the year the Windy City wizards will put it 
all together. Who knows?

It's not because they don’t like the culinary 
delights prepared by Executive Chef Curtis 
Rector and the Szabo Food Service at Lake 
Forest College. In fact, they drool over the 
sirloin, T-bone, prime rib, rib eye, shrimp, spare 
ribs, turkey, chicken, pork chops, lasagna, red 
snapper, and roast Long Island duck they've 
been getting since July 10. 


Last Supper 
It's just that they have matured. “Last year 
they ate like a bunch of rookies,” said Bob 
Kaemmer, director of food service. “They ate 
everything in sight.” 2 


That's because they were a bunch of rookies. 
Many ate figuring if they. got cut, at least they 
wouldn't have to worry about where they'd get 
their next meal for a while. They ate like every 
night was the last supper. For many, it was. 


“LINE SERVER Liz Thorby puts the finishing 
touches on a camp lunch. 


“Now, tney eat very balanced meals, not ex- 
cessive amounts of anything,” said Rich Chap- 
man, assistant director of the food service. 


“Somebody must have talked to them during 
the offseason.” 


There were two somebodies. Trainer Fred 
Caito and weight coach Clyde Emrich. There 
was no formal instruction, “but Clyde and | talk 
to them all the time about watching what they 
eat, staying on high protein diet and being 
careful about their weight,” said Caito, who 
works with Kaemmer in developing the menu.

It's a football player's menu — lots of meat, 
salads, fresh fruit, vegetables, no quail under 
glass. It is not exotic, but in a restaurant it would 
cost $30 a day to eat like a-Bear. 


Their Favorites 
Kaemmer estimates each player takes in 
5,000 to 6,000 calories a day. There are no 
vegetarians. To: prove that they watch their 
weight, there is an open ice cream bar that 
many players have the willpower to walk past. 


“Beef in any form is the most popular,” said 
Chapman. “We can figure a pound of meat for 
lunch and a pound and a quarter of meat for din- 
ner. If the hamburgers are quarter pounders, 
they take four. If they are half pounders, they 
take two. They know how much they are eating. 
If they don’t, they ask.” 


By popular demand more steaks and prime rib 
are being served, but if there is anything that 
goes even faster, it's shrimp. They don’t eat 
much fish, although it would be good protein for 
them, but shrimp is another story. 


. “We had shrimp cocktail one night and they 
ate 1,600 pieces,” said Kaemmer. “That's 80 
pounds.” 


“We put out 50 pounds one night and the first 
35 guys through the line took it all,” said Chap- 
man. 


The players appreciate the efforts of Rector, 
baker Dick Schrimpf, second cook Bill Claman, 
breakfast cook Donna Trifunovich and cook and 
baker Javier Cervantes and go out of their way 
to hand out compliments,,according to Kaem- 
mer and Chapman. 

“They'll even walk downstairs to find us,” said 
Kaemmer.

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Dan Jiggetts had a lot of things to think about. 
The rookie tackle from Harvard had drawn 
Wally Chambers in a one-on-one pass blocking 
drill. He was remembering to keep his body low 
and his feet moving and to use the proper tech- 
niques, and all of a sudden none of it mattered. 

“) forgot that Wally had jet burners in his 
shoes,” Jiggetts said, laughing at the memory. 
“| was thinking so much about technique that 
he went right past me.” 

Jiggetts hasn't seen all that many defensive 
linemen run past him since joining the Bears as 
their sixth-round draft choice. “He's learning 
everything quickly,” coach Jack Pardee says. 
But then, there's a lot to learn at offensive 
tackle. Linemen can’t ad lib against defensive 
changes the way backs and receivers can. 

“Offensive tackle’s the hardest position for a 
rookie to learn and start at,” says Jeff Sevy, who 
started there as a rookie last year because he 
had a year of WFL experience. 


Harvard 

At Harvard, it was enough for Jiggetts to be 
6-4, 256 pounds. He was all-East as a senior 
and all-Ilvy League three seasons. Last year he 
captained the first Harvard team ever to win an 
all-lvy title, and he was among the national 
leaders in the 35-pound weight throw, hurling it 
62-feet. “If they put benches on the field and 
had us press a bar, | could take on anyone,” Jig- 
getts says, smiling. “But it doesn’t work that 
way.” 

So Jiggetts is a freshman again. 


The Challenge 

“It's exciting,” he says. “There's something 
there that challenges you. Every time you drop 
back for a block, you're trying something new. 
That's what practice is for. You learn by experi- 
menting. 

“I'm learning what | can do and what | can’t 
do, and under conditions | never could have had

in college. Getting beat’s not so exciting, but the 
most important thing you can get out of practice 
is to learn from your failures. You learn how to 
-push yourself and how to concentrate, to push 
to a higher level than you thought was possi- 
ble.” : “ 

While he’s pushing himself, Jiggetts also 
pushes Lionel Antoine, who starts ahead of him 
at left tackle. Dennis Lick, whose draft position 
yielded him a new Porsche to Jiggetts’ three- 
year-old Grand Prix, is doing the same thing to 
Sevy at right tackle. “They're making better 
tackles of our starters and better defensive line- 
men of the guys playing against them,” Pardee 
says.

When he became Harvard's first black foot- 
ball captain last season, his concern was that it 
might have been well-timed considering 
Boston's busing problems. Even if it was poorly 
timed considering it was Harvard’s 102nd foot- 
ball season. 

Living close enough to the ocean to smell the 
salt, Jiggetts developed an aesthetic apprecia- 
tion that has accompanied him into the basest 
of jobs. He is a complex man who can be as 
happy photographing the lake shore scenery as 
he is knocking a defensive lineman’s block off.

Jiggetts has been surprised at how much help 
he gets from veterans he's trying to take jobs 
from. He and Revie Sorey, the starting right 
guard, have been almost inseparable. “They're 
the first ones on the field and the last ones off,” 
Pardee says of the rather oddly matched pair. 
Jiggetts, bespectacled and good looking, looks 
quite at home with a pinstriped suit and a 
serious expression. Sorey’s idea of dress 
clothing is something comfortable to dance in. 


Urban Problem Interest 

Jiggetts majored in American government at 
Harvard with a special interest in the cities. Ur- 
ban problems intrigued him from afar when he 
grew up on the East End of Long Island, 100 
miles by car from the mainland, in country 
where the children could run through the woods 
or swim in the ocean. 

“One time | was visiting some friends in New 
York City and saw some kids practicing football 
in front of a building,” he said#'l thought it was 
amazing that they could get people to do that in 
that type of environment. | think | got interested 


Last year he and his roommates built a 
darkroom in the home they rented. 


Photography 

“Photography really provides a creative out- 
let,” he says. “After dinner every night, you've 
got to go over your plays for 45 minutes. They're 
important, but it’s nice to finish the night with 
something that’s a more stimulating kind of 
reading. Lately I've been reading all | can about 
the CIA thing.” 

What matters to the Bears is that he has his 
Xs and Os down. “He's the kind of guy who 
looks like he could run ali day and not be tired,” 
offensive line coach Ray Callahan says. 

“When | came here, | figured there was al- 
ways the possibility that | might not make the 
team,” Jiggetts said. “But | decided to put that 
at the back of my mind, and if! don’t make it, it 
won't be because | didn't try hard enough. That 
decision took a lot of weight off my shoulders. 
Then 1 could just relax and go to it.” 


A Good Start 

The Bears’ 25-14 win over Baltimore (Aug. 
14) was the third straight victory in 1976 and 
the best season’s start for a Chicago team in 16 
years. 

Colt head coach Ted Marchibroda com- 
mented following that game: “We got beat by a 
better team. The Bears made very few mistakes. 
They moved the ball against us well because 
they were aggressive. They're winners and 
played a fine football game. 

“We just couldn’t stop them. (Bob) Avellini 
has certainly helped the Chicago club and 
(Walter) Payton is going to be a great runner 
with a year under his belt.” 


Offensive Plays 
Through three games, the Bears had com- 
piled interesting ball control statistics: Chicago 
ran 227 offensive plays as compared to 153 for 
their trio. of opponents. 


Home Field 
Chicago head coach Jack Pardee expressed 
appreciation of the home fans after the 
Baltimore win: “The great crowd was appreci- 
‘ ated by the players and coaches. We felt them 
behind us. Soldier Field was a neutral field last 
season. It helps to have the crowd support.” 


Game Balls 
With every Bear victory during the year goes 
the awarding of game balls. The Baltimore win 
meant those awards going to, defensive line 
coach Brad’ Ecklund and the team’s starting 
backfield — Bob Avellini, Walter Payton and Ro- 
land Harper. 


Breaking Up 

Safety Doug Plank experienced a douse of 
double-trouble in recent developments. During 
a weight lifting session (Aug. 12) he tripped 
backwards and dislocated the little finger of his 
left hand — he tried to break his fall. Seven 
stitches were needed. 

Then in the Baltimore game Plank again fell 
and came up with another broken finger, the 
small finger on the right hand. A matter of three 
days and two broken fingers, a bang up job.

32-year old guard told a visitor: “The toughest 
part isn’t the pounding; | sort of enjoy that. | 
think it’s the overall‘pace, getting up at 6:45 in 
the morning and going until 10:30 at night. 

“When training camp comes, you've got to 
force your mind to do it or you won't do it in a 
game. Things like bed check, curfew, attending 
all the meetings, your chin strap buckled, it’s all 
mental. 

“| think you'll find offensive linemen are a 
very unique breed.

After Three Games 
Chicago was one of five NFL teams still un- 
defeated after three 1976 pre-season games 
(the others being Oakland, Pittsburgh, Los 
Angeles and Miami). The Bears had scored the 
second highest number of points (67) in the Na- 
tional Conference during that time. 


Other Domes and Things 

Green Bay’s trio of Steve Odom, Johnnie 
Gray. and Steve Luke are sporting the Telly 
Savalas’ dome look (as is the Bears Richard 
Harris). Asked how long they (the Packers) in- 
tend to keep their heads clean-shaven, Luke 
replied: “Odom says until we go to the Super 
Bowl. I'll try, unless it gets cold ...”

dudy and Virg 
A romance is born, 
You've seen the plot at least a thousand times 


before on television and in the movies. But - 


somehow, Virg and Judy Carter have made it 
work in real life. 

They've made it by doing what most football 
husbands and wives rarely find the time to do. 

Virg and Judy Carter have made it their busi- 
ness to stick together, as a team, in just about 
everything they do — short of playing football. 

“I'd probably have done that too, if | could 
have found a pair of shoulder pads tiny enough 
to fit me,” said Virgil's petite wife, who, at age 
32, still appears young enough to squeeze in for 
half-price at any local movie. 

“We got used to going everywhere together 
almost as soon as we met, speaking as Jane 
and Joe all-America at Brigham Young,” she 
said. “Then, when we came to Chicago and saw 
all the, marriages in pro ball falling apart, we 
both realized it.was because, more often than 
not, the husband was out travelling, maturing, 
and developing, while his wife was stagnating at 
home with the three kids.” 


Partnership 

Virg and Judy realized then, if their marriage 
was ever to be asclose as they both wanted it to 
be, they would have to form a lifetime partner- 
ship. Which meant if a future employer wanted 
to hire Virg, he’d simply have to sign Judy along 
with him. Both Carters together, as a package 
deal. Or neither one of them at all. 

“The partnership came naturally, because | 
was interested in the sdme things as Virg,” Judy 
said. “He'd come home with films to study the 
different defenses he'd be facing, and |’d sit 
there watching with him all night, on the edge of 
my seat, as if they were some feature lene} 
science fiction thriller.” 

Virg would serve as the projectionist, running 
through each 16-millimeter film, free of charge, 
explaining all the defensive tendencies to his 
partner along the way. 

But the one tendency that stuck out most in 
dudy’s mind was her husband's own tendency 
to welcome her into his world.

“A psychiatrist friend of ours-once told me 
how very lucky I was to have married a man who 
doesn't feel threatened to make me a part of his 
own existence,” Judy said. “She told me most 
men would be afraid to give out all that informa- 
tion, for fear their woman just might learn as 
much, or even more than they themselves 
already know.” 


A Part of His Life 

Not Virgil Carter. He wanted his wife with him 
on that never-ending banquet circuit, talking 
about defensive tendencies to the countless 
Lions, Kiwanis, and Boys Clubs four nights out 
of every week. 

And when a Milwaukee data processing firm 
wanted to enlist the Bears mathematically- 
minded quarterback to program a statistical 
study on football, Virg insisted that they also 
draft his mathematically-minded wife to code all 
the plays. 

“Believe it or not; | coded the entire 1971 foot- 
ball season,” Judy said, with that tired look in 
her eye. “Which included every single play, of 
every single game, of every single team, con- 
sidering every one of over 53 variables that 
might effect the final score,” (field position, 
down, wind velocity, time, etc.) 

Virg would then program all of Judy’s coded 
facts and process them through the computer to 
find out the final outcome. 


~The*computer team of Carter and Garter 

toured the country, lecturing and organizing 
data processing seminars for the next three off- 
seasons. 

And shortly after the study had run its course, 
the next prospective employer came banging on 
their door. Only this time, it would have saved 
Virg and Judy a whole lot of heartache if they 
could have programmed and processed the out- 
come in advance, 


The Fire 

“The WFL may have been the newest league 
in professional sports,” Judy said. “But the 
Chicago Fire offer not only offered Virg a 
chance to call his own plays and be his own 
quarterback. It also gave him the opportunity to 
own part of his own team.” 

Which, in turn, gave Virg the luxury of hiring 
his own employees. Once again, his wife Judy 
was the first to get the job. 

“We were hired as a team again on a three~ 
year contract, to do all the public relations, and 
TV and radio interviews for the Fire,” Judy said. 
“And for the next twelve weeks, we were sitting 
on top of the world. 

“The team was winning, the fans were coming 
out, and the new league was gaining even more 
acceptance than any of its founders ever hoped 
for.”

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Bear Rookie Keeps Team in Focus

Here’s a question that didn’t make the Super- 
pickers quiz this week — and it’s a toughie. 


There are three members of the Chicago 
Bears that attended Texas A&M on athletic 
scholarships; name them. 


Head coach Jack Pardee, OK, that first one 
was easy. The second is newly returned 
linebacker Ross Brupbacher, and the third, well 


I'll have to be fair and tell you that he is nota 
Bear player, but he is at every practice and ev- 
ery game; give up? 


If the name Mitch Friedman doesn’t exactly 
rock your football memory that’s all right, he’s 
just a Bear rookie.

Friedman’s films are also edited to provide 
excellent training camp aids for the next year. 


Mitch was hired by the Bears’ management 
this season as the Club’s first full-time film 
director. And that scholarship is for real. He was 
offered the Aggie grant to shoot and process 
their football training films. 


“Ai the same time | also taught a photography 
class in the journalism school at A&M,” said 
Friedman, a 1970 business management gra- 
duate. 


Following graduation, Mitch spent time as a 
free-lancer in addition to working two years 
(1973, 74) for the Houston Oilers. 


“After | left the Oilers | was contacted by Mr. 
Finks (Bears general manager) and he offered 
me the job in Chicago,” Friedman said. 


“In the past all of the Bears training and game 

films were done by free-lance moviemen and as 

~@ result the Club had no processing facilities of 
its own,” he continued. 


“That was my first piece of business then, to 
set up my own film center. | chose the basement 
of Ferry Hall, at Lake Forest, as the most suita- 
ble for my needs. . 


“There was a lot of remodeling that my assis- 
tant (Chris Richards, a Lake Forest student) and 
| had to do as we worked to install $35,000 
worth of processing equipment. It was the 
fourth such project | had worked on. 


“In two months, and just a week before camp 
opened on July 12, we were operational,” Fried- 
man said. 


Since then, Ferry Hall has been a busy place 
for Friedman and Richards. Selected Bear prac- 
tices and all games, home and away, are filmed 
and then processed immediately. 


“1 don’t shoot practice films just for the sake 
of shooting — it’s done only when the coaching 
staff thinks it necessary,” Friedman explained. 


“One of the advantages of having a full-time 
film man is the immediacy involved. We can 
have practice films available in 45 minutes; 
while the game films take just a few hours.” 


“All similar plays, on our game films, are put 
on their own reels during the year. Then at the 
end of the season we will have 20-games worth 
of individual plays, they are great visual teach- 
ing aids.” 


The art of photography is something Fried- 
man became interested in through his father, 
Bob. For years his family had worked in “deal- 
ing with commodities” as Fred Sanford explains 
— otherwise known as the junk business. 


“Dad started the family business in 
Clarksdale, Mississippi,” Mitch said. “But he 
was aiso an avid photographer for years. And as 
a hobby he would do work for Ole Miss.,

Mississippi St. and the St. Louis (footbali) Car- 
dinals. He also had done the official Cotton 
Bowl movies. 


“In 1960 he started working, part-time, for the 
Dallas Cowboys and since 1972 he’s been their 
full-time film director.” 


The filming Friedman family also includes 
brother Max who handles the football coaching 
films at Southern Methodist University. 


Trips to nearly all of the NFL stadiums have 
provided some interesting moments for Fried- 
man, but none as memorable as last year in 
Houston. 


“| was free-lancing with NFL Films and one of 
my assignments was an Oiler home game. |’m 
not afraid of heights, but filming from the gon- 
dola hanging inside the top of the Astrodome is 
just not my idea of fun.” 3

Baltimore Colts - Robert Irsay, 
Colts’ President, is a heating, 
ventilating and air conditioning- 
magnate, who, through Joe 

. Thomas (Colts’ GM and_ vice 
president), was presented with an 
idea to acquire the L.A. Rams and 
trade for the Colts. In 1972 the 
extraordinary transaction came 
to pass. New York Jets - Jets’ 
President Phil Iselin is also 
President of Monmouth Park 
Jockey Club. The Oceanport, N.J. 
resident is also involved in many 
community charities. Miami 
Dolphins - Joe Robbie, Dolphs’ 
managing partner, was a Min- 
neapolis attorney representing a 
client interested in obtaining an 
AFL franchise for Philadelphia. 
The AFL suggested Miami, the 
client balked, and Robbie took the 
Miami franchise for himself in 
1965.
